We may go even a step further and assure 
ourselves that, should {England resolve upon 
and be able to maintain her footing in Egypt, 
she will have found a new recruiting ground 
which will materially assist her annual bud- 
get. Thecost of aun English soldier sent 
abroad is enormous, and when tne day comes 
that Egyptcan be garrisoned with Sikhs, 
Hong Kong or the Cape Colony with Egyp- 
tians, the War Minister will be able to mect 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer with less of 
a cold shiver down the back than he does 
when furnishing his estimates at present. 

Great issues in the military fu- 
ture of the armies of Great. Britain 
and the future of Europe are involved 
in the present war. If Indian troops prove 
as thoroughly reliable in Egypt as they have 
in the farther East, England will be enorm- 
ously re-strengthened a3 a European mili- 
tary power. Her sable infantry, which would 
probabiy have been altogether unable to cope 
with Euvronean troops when battles were de- 
cided by the bayonet, can, with the same

(he employment of the Swiss guards of ex- 
plring French royalty was so distasteful to 
the, to be, revolutionists of France, that one 
of their first demands of the throne was the 
removal of all foreign bodies of troops from 
under the lilies. 

WhenNAPOLEON’S marvelous career of con- 
quest was fairly under way the foreign corps 
born of his victories hgcame the terror of 
each new world he stroveto conquer, and 
Polish lancers and other 
tained names of dread not equalled even by 
the old *‘moustaches” of Imperial guard or 
culrassiers. When Russia is at war who does 
not wonder what will bethe next daring 


sack, who, born subject of Russia as he now 
is, Was properly considered almost alien to 
the true military force of Muscovy till late in 
the present century, an opinion formed, no 
doubt, partly on the score of his natal say- 
agery, partly as such a military article as an 
“irreguiar’? soidier was till recently un- 
known in Europe.

principles of civilized warfare. 

None of us wil! forget the feeling aroused.

War, it was first proposed to employ colored 
men as troops, and though, despite their 
‘fighting nobly,” they never were objects of 
special dread to either side, they cannot be 
said to have been popular, as enemies, with 
either Federal or Confederate. 

Were it not that the present German Em- 
pire was not then so harmoniously welded 
together as it now is, and that it was through

Any one who doubts the weight of tne fet- 
ters in which the Prince is docmed to dance 
may be recommended to compile, for his own 
better infurmation, a catalozue of the public 
ceremoniais at which His Roval Highuess has 
officiated in chief si:ce Easter. In the four 
months the Prince bas been leading in the 
advancement of every sort of charitable 
object and in the encouragement of 
every kind of national pursuit. He has at- 
tended volunteer tield-days and camps. He 
has pleaded the cause oj hospitals, He has 
distributed prizes to schooiPoys and run the 
gauntlet of their admiring critici-m. We has 
haruugoed painters upon art aid Mayors upon 
muuicipalinstitutions.

He has opened 
parks and colleges, und unveiled statues of 
public benefactors. He has taiked to farmers 
upon bullocks and tu Freemasons on their 
cratt No paid secretdry or company-pro- 
moter could bave displaved more as iduous 
energy ia jauneching the new College of Mu- 
sic.

observances. 
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How Flies Climb. 
From the Popular Science Monthly. 

Herr H. Dewitz bas communicated to the 
Bertin Suciety of Natural History some facts 
that bear very sirong Vv against the generally 
received theory that flies adhere to perpen- 
dicular Watis and ceilings by virtue of sume 
sucking power in their feet. Me asserts that 
the feet of flies can not possess the sucking 
property ascribed to them, for they are hard 
and destitute of muscles. ‘The tbeory bas 
long been contradicted by the experiments of 
Blackwa!l, “ho found that flies could climb 
the sides of a jar under the receiver of an 
air-pump, bpp asset was no atmospheric 
pressure, and who asserted that the power 
of adherence was due to a sticky matter 
secreted from the fo t-hairs of flies. 
This assertion was generally regarded as 
pot preved, and the case has rested there. 
Dewitz rep rts that his investigations have 
shown that Biack«eli was right. He has 
wa'ched the exudition of the sticky matter 
from the feet of the flies by fastening one of 
the insects tothe piate of giass and viewing 
it under the microscope. A perfectly clear 
liquid was seen to flow from the ends of the 
fovt-hairs and attach the foot to the glass. 
When the foot was hftedup to be put down 
in another place the drops of the sticky mat- 
ter was perceived to be left on the glass, in 
the exact place where the foot-hairs had 
rested. Ihe adhesive fluid appears to pass 
down through the holiow of the hair and to 
be derived from glands which Levdig dis- 
covered in tne fo!ds of thefoot in 1859, A 
similar adhesive matter appears to be pos- 
sessed by bugs, by many larve.and probab'y 
by all insects that climb the stems and under 
the sides f ihe leaves of piants. 


French Red Tape.

The Salvation Army. 
Correspondeace of the Springfield Republican. 
Passing from the Babel and Vanity Fair of 

Coney Island into the City of Churches we 
come upen a detachment of the Salvation 
Army under the command of Capt. Irons. 
They had taken possession of the steps of 
Brooklyn City Hall, and with flag and rally- 
ing cry and song were beating up recruits for 
their evening rendezvous at their barracks in 
Washington Hall. 


The officers wore dark 
uniforms with red trimmings, end a red 
hat band with the gilded inscription *Salva- 
tion Army,” while the women soldiers 
were simply dressed in dark wooien stuff with 
ouly the designation of the hat band. 
On entering the hall which was soon packed 
with a curious and motley crowd, but 
throughout orderly and respectful, the squad 
knelt in silent prayer behind a little round 
table at the front, avd then the meeting pro- 
ceeded under the captain’s jiead, his subal- 
terns commanding the aisles and entry-way 
and taking watchful note of every strauger. 
Regular members of the company came 
dropping in, each marked by a silver-plated 
shield, The captain, a young man of about 
26, of graceful form, bright and winning eye, 
a speaking and mobile fave, radiant with gen- 
tleness and zeal, conducted the exercises, 
which consisted of Scripture reading, 
prayers, song, testimony and = ex- 
hortation, with ready tact, thor- 
ough self- possession and instant 
coutrol of his subordinates. They were 
ready for every gap, and at the proper time, 
when the contagious effect of stirring songs 
and pointed exhortations had begun to work, 
the Captain passed around among the assem- 
bly with his chosen assistants and gathered 
out the willing penitents to kneel about the 
little round table—while others continued 1n 
either silent or vocal praver, varied by well- 
chosen hymns. It was simply an old-fashoned 
Methodist revival meeting, varied by military 
figures and allusions, but not offensively sen- 
sational, and on the whole, so far as that 
occasion went, and considering § the 
persons and the'circumstances, decd;ous and 
bet'er adapted to reach the class whom it 
attracted, than the rigid and churchly pro- 
gram of ocnventional retigious form. One 
thing was noticeably good; that the Captain 
took special pains to deprecate and necessary 
or formal reliance upon their Salva ion Army 
methods. Itf/was salvation, and not the 
Salvation Armg, and it was salvation, not by 
any mere emotional excitement or act, 
kneeling atthe “penitent form” but after 
that, the practical daily and continuous sale , 
vation, from bad tempers,evil speaking,lying 
pilfering, beer-guzzing and other plainly 
specified things that war against the soul. 
[hese people are carefully protected by the 
citv government, and it is getting to be un- 
derstood that they deserve approval rather 
than contempt. 


The Drum. 
From the London Giobe. 

Of the original use vftne drum there are 
rather discordant accounts; but a very or- 
thodox myth ascribes tbe invention of them 
toatime anuterior even to the reign of Jupi- 
ter. For itis said that the Corybantes, when 
in charge of the infant god,and wishing to 
conceal him from the very unpaternal de- 
signs of his father Saturn, improvised some 
d ums, acd kept up such adin with them as 
often as the child cried that the murderous 
varent was uvable to discover his where- 
abeuts. Notwithstandiny this tale it does not 
appear that the Corybantian instrument was 
very early used in war, for there is no men- 
tion of itin the Trojan expedition, orin any 
of the campaigns of later Greeks and Romans. 
The learned are disposed to believe that it 
was brought into Europe asa military instru- 
ment by the returning crusaders in the 
twelfih or thirteenth century. But it was 
clearivy known long before in Africa and 
Egypt, and asa purely orchestral accom pani- 
ment in time of peace it seems likely to have 


which in the English Scriptures is rendered 
by tabor, The family likeness of the word 
to the modern Freuch tambour 
is too obvious to escape notice; but 
it is also very similar in sound to 
toe Kurdish tambal, said to mean a guitar,

The Hindoo tom-tom | 
is, perhap-, also connecied with it, andit | 
has been argued that all these words have a 
common Aryan root, represented in our Jan- 
guage by the verb “tap.”? This would be sup- 
ported by the view in which ciassical arch- 
aeologists concur, that in early times both 
the timbrels and other larger instruments of 
the kind were plaved by striking upon them 
with the finger ends. In its original shape 
the drum or tympanum was smaller even than 
atambourine. It was a mere disc of parch- 
ment stretched upon a small circlet of metal. 
I'he addition of a second surface with a hollow 
space intervening, and with suppcrting sides 
of cylindrical form, was of much later desigao, 
although this part of the instrument has now 
become almost as natural to the idea of it as 
any other. ‘The proof of this is to be found 
in the metaphorical use of the term as bor- 
rowed by engineers, who have given the 
name by universal consent to the large hol- 
low cylinders round which a rope or chain is 
coiled. 

The first time that drums are mentioned in 
the history of the English, or, indeed, of any 
European armies, seems to be at the time of 
the entry of Edward !IL. into Calais, butit is 
not clear from Froi-art’s account which was 
the species thea employed.

The memorial tablets, 
granite tombs and iron-ribbed enclosures are 
tumbling into ruin and decay, and p esent a 
very dark side in contrast to the handsomely 
laid out flower-beds and mounds across the 
pathway onthe left. The inscriptions on 
some of these old tombstones are as odd as 
their designs. One tells of a lady who is 
the wife of a certain indivicua:, but the first 
name of the husband has been erased Dy the 
sculptor’s chisel, and a deep groove lets you 
fill in the name to suit yourself. A little way 
further on one reads of two boys who were 
upset in a boat while sailing on the bay, and 
bears date of nearly a ceniury ago.

[It may or may 
not be strange, but it appears to be true,that 
the peopie who are interested in “commercial 
enterprises” near the Fails have no feeling 
for veatty, and s: me of them appear to bave 
a morbid and horrible delight in littered and 
disorderiy ugliness.

We have multitudes of people who cut 
and destroy the finest trees and shrubs about 
the Falls (the excursionists are not worse 
than any other Visitors), and who cut up and \ 
pull to pieces, whenever it is possible, t@e 
seats and railings provided for their pleasure 
and safety. At many points on Goat Island 
from which good views can be obtained com- | 
fertuble seats furnish opportunity for rest. eit 
Each one must be ¢ nstructed of beavy tim- | 
ber and have an iron rod attached which holds | 


it to a broad foot, or anchor, many feet under- 
ground, orit would be torn up and thrown 
into the river, Weil-dressed “ladies” stand | 
by and applaud while the “gentiemen’” of | 
their party do these things. In what schools, 
Sunday-schoo!s and churches are these peo- 
ple educated, and what is the nature of the in- 
struction by which their character is formed? 

The danger of complete extinction, which 
now menaces all Niagara’s natural loveliness, 
arises pagers | from the fact that we bave, 
in our national character, so little feeling or 
regard fur beauty or for anything beautiful. 
Those who find refreshment, delight and 


spiritual sustenance in beauty of any 
kind are comparatively 80 few 
that they have little influence, 
and they do not constitute a ' 
class; they have no voice, no 


aim, no co-operation. Doubtless, if even the 
few cared enough for such spiritual verities, 
they wou'd find some means for the propa- 
gation of their faithintbem. The masses in 
our well-to-do democracy feel no discomfort 
from hideous ugliness and vulgarity in the 
objects and scenery around them at home. 
Our wealthy manufacturers buy costly pic- 
tures which they do not understand, while the 
village sites which they own, and the grounds 
around their milis and tenement houses, are 
arid wastes of litter, lth andsgqualor. Even 
dealers in flower seeds in our country choose 
to advertise their business by means of re- 
pulsive pictures/ There is an enormous pop- 
ular appetite for things grotesque, mon- 
streus and vulgar, for thorough, debasing 
ugliness. Our young people are being taught 
to enjoy comic lives of the worid’s saints and 
heroes. We behold without remonstrance or 
regret the destruction of sylvan scenery of 
exquisite loveliness along the streams of the 
Adirondack region, wrought for the sake of 
making those-wild-wood river channels nav- 
igable for vulgar and wholly umnuecessary 
little steamboats. (They are vulgar because 
they are wholly unnecessary and out of 
place.) 

I observe that it is common to say of the 
Fails that they have an eternal beauty which 
man cannot destroy, ang that whatever may 
be done by capitaiists and manufacturers 
Niagara will be “fa joy forever,’’ etc. The 
truth is that manufacturers and capitalists 
can wholly destroy the Falls, and they are 
likely to do so, and to make the piace one in 
which no human being can ever feel joy again. 
Another misconception is the notion that the 
people here have so impaired their property 
and Jowered its value that they are now 
anxious to have the State, or the country 
take itofftheir hands, paying them a good 
price for it, and that they are likely by-and- 
by to “beg to sell out.’? Nothing could be 
further from the truth. The value of the 
land here is increasing year by year, ahd what 
threatens the fiaal destruction of Niagara is 
the fact that the very land which is essential 
to the beauty here has become so valuahie for 
manufacturing purposes that the present 
owners cannot afford to keep it for the sake of 
the scenery.

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A Work Which Cost One and Three- 
Quarter Million Dollars,

In the Public Schoo! Library, near the door 
of the Librarian’s cflice, stands a case upon 
which is inscribed, “Illustrated Books.” To 
the casual visitor nothing in it would suggest 
the vast amount of time, brains and money 
that has been expended upon the contents. 
There are works that represent in themselves 
the labors of a lifetime and the expenditure 
of fortunes. In all there are about 550 books 
that are worthy of being classed, strictly 
speaking, as illustrated, though of course 
there are thousands in the library which con- 
tain illustrations.
